Athletic  Director  Clark 
Chatterton  supported  the 
girls'  idea  and  suggested  the 
use  of  portable  goal  posts  for 
the  field  in  back  of  the  high 
school.  By  moving  the  posts 
for  practice,  he  said,  both 
ends  of  the  field  could  be  used 
for  boys  and  girls  teams. 

The  lack  of  proper  playing 
area  was  noted  by  Frank  Eng- 
land who  voted  against  the 
motion  because  he  felt  that 
space  wasn’t  usable. 

Committee  Chairman  Jack 
Langmaid  said  the  field  be- 


hind the  school  as  well  as  the 
playground  at  the  Deer  Hill 
School  may  be  used  for  either 
boys  or  girls,  space  permit- 
ting. 

Milliken  Field,  it  was  point- 
ed out,  is  still  in  the  process  of 
being  enlarged,  graded  and 
seeded,  and  so  it  is  not 
available. 

The  cost  of  coaching  and 
transporting  the  team  will  be 
between  $1500  and  $2000. 
Whether  team  members  will 
be  eligible  for  varsity  letters  at 
the  end  of  a year  is  still 
undecided.
